Under  the  Mutual  Aid  agreement  assistance  was  given 
to  the  Taunton  Fire  Department  on  two  occasions  and  once 
to  the  Lakeville  Fire  Department.  The  Freetown  Fire  De- 
partment was  called  to  Berkley  for  assistance  on  one  build- 
ing fire. 

There  were  90  ambulance  trips  during  the  year:  31  to 
Morton  Hospital,  30  to  other  area  hospitals,  5 from  hospitals 
to  homes  or  rest  homes,  16  auto  accidents  and  8 miscellaneous 
calls. 

The  new  1972  Dodge  Ambulance  voted  at  the  special 
town  meeting  September  13  was  delivered  and  put  into  serv- 
ice in  November.  It  is  a very  serviceable  vehicle  and  is  well 
equipped  with  First  Aid  supplies  for  patient  care. 

Under  a new  state  law  approved  in  May  1972  it  is  stated 
that  any  fire  apparatus  operated  by  a city  or  town  shall  be 
equipped  with  at  least  three  self-contained  air  gas  masks. 
This  means  that  during  1973  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase 
at  least  five  more  of  these  units  to  comply  with  the  law. 

The  south  wall  of  the  Common  station  is  in  need  of  ex- 
tensive repair.  The  wall  has  cracked  and  settled  and  as  a 
result  the  doors  are  jammed  shut.  It  will  also  be  necessary 
to  have  a new  roof  this  year  as  there  are  several  leaks  in  the 
present  roof. 

I wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  in 
complying  with  the  no  burning  laws  and  reducing  the  number 
of  calls  for  the  Fire  Department. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department,  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  me  in 
carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

Food  was 
provided  by  Mothers  and  enjoyed  by  all. 

Sixty-six  children  were  enrolled  in  the  “Read-for-fun” 
event.  A “Silver  Dollar”  was  awarded  for  each  book  read, 
each  “Dollar”  to  be  redeemed  at  a Flea  Market  which  was 
held  on  August  23.  This  was  a delightful  affair  for  all  con- 
cerned. 

Suitable  Certificates  were  presented  to  each  child  who 
completed  the  reading  of  ten  books  from  the  Caldecott  or 
Newbery  Reading  List.

REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

I herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  School  District. 

One  year  ago  our  building  was  less  than  seventy-five 
percent  completed.  Today,  we  are  an  ongoing  school,  serving 
over  eleven  hundred  students  in  our  day  and  evening  pro- 
grams. 

Our  committee  held  twenty-four  regular  and  eight  special 
meetings  during  the  year.  The  officers  elected  at  our  annual 
meeting  were:  Donald  K.  Atkins,  Chairman,  Middleborough ; 
William  R.  Powers,  Vice  Chairman,  Raynham;  L.  Allen  Free- 
man, Treasurer;  and  Caroline  Tripp,  Clerk. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  much  time  was  spent  in 
accepting  and  rejecting  bids.  The  Advisory  Board  members 
were  most  helpful  in  this  area. 

Many  candidates  were  interviewed  for  teaching  positions, 
curriculum  coordinator,  business  manager,  administrative  aid, 
plant  engineer,  cafeteria  supervisor,  clerical  help  and  custodial 
personnel.  By  careful  selection,  we  have  obtained  an  excellent 
staff. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Custy,  Assistant  Superintendent-Director 
has  played  an  important  role  in  the  establishment  of  Bristol- 
Plymouth.  He  has  had  some  valuable  experiences  in  technical 
education. 
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Mr.  Paul  Couture,  Guidance  Director  for  the  school,  re- 
ceived applications  from  over  six  hundred  and  fifty  boys  and 
girls  wishing  to  enroll  in  Bristol-Plymouth.  In  keeping  with 
our  admission  policy,  and  after  careful  evaluation  and  recom- 
mendations from  each  sending  school,  four  hundred  twenty- 
eight  students  were  selected. 

Over  fifteen  hundred  eighth  grade  students  in  the  region 
have  toured  our  school,  and  they  have  also  been  given  the 
differential  aptitude  test.  Much  work  has  been  done  by  the 
guidance  department  not  only  in  the  undergraduate  level 
but  also  in  the  post-graduate  program.  Seventy-five  students 
are  participating  in  the  Licensed  Practical  Nursing,  Medical 
Assistant,  and  Data  Processing  programs. 

Over  six  hundred  students  are  enrolled  in  our  evening 
programs,  sixty-five  in  Bristol  Community  College  degree 
work,  and  thirty-five  studying  for  their  high  school  equiva- 
lency certificates.  Bristol-Plymouth  is  the  Taunton  area  eve- 
ning school  for  this  Junior  College. 

The  Taunton  River  Power  Squadron  hold  evening  sessions 
on  boating  for  over  fifty  students. 

Evening  Practical  Arts,  trade  extension,  and  trade  pre- 
paratory account  for  over  five  hundred  students.  Thus,  eleven 
hundred  students  are  being  served  by  our  school. 

We  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Division  of  Occupational  Training  for 
giving  us  a grant  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  to  hire  teachers 
for  the  summer.  Therefor,  we  were  well  prepared  for  our 
school  opening  on  September  7,  1972. 

Dr.  David  Pottier,  our  school  physician,  with  the  aid  of 
our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Jane  Whittemore,  have  given  physical 
examinations  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  two  radio  programs  that  are  aired  over  W.R.L.M. 
and  W.P.E.P.  continue  to  be  very  popular.  We  are  indebted 
to  Powers  Pontiac  and  the  Independent  Garage  Owners  As- 
sociation for  sponsoring  these  programs. 

The  Taunton  Daily  Gazette,  Brockton  Enterprise,  New 
Bedford  Standard  Times,  and  the  Middleboro  Gazette  continue 
to  give  excellent  coverage  regarding  our  school. 

Two  new  courses  are  being  considered;  Painting  and 
Decorating,  and  Distributive  Education.  Much  research  has 
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been  done  regarding  these  courses  to  be  given  on  the  under- 
graduate level. 

The  R & F Bus  Company  was  awarded  the  bus  contract 
and  they  are  carrying  out  their  duties  in  an  efficient  manner. 

The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Surplus  Property  continues 
to  be  most  helpful  to  us.  During  the  year  we  obtained  a Fork- 
lift truck,  an  International  tractor,  and  a half-ton  Dodge  pick 
up  truck. 

Our  opening  on  September  7th  was  a meemorable  day  in 
the  history  of  Bristol-Plymouth.  Four  hundred  twenty-eight 
boys  and  girls  made  up  our  student  body.  The  many  years 
of  planning,  building,  and  equipping,  paid  their  deserved 
dividends.  On  that  day  Massachusetts  added  another  Techni- 
cal school  to  its  growing  list. 

To  our  architects,  Drummey  Rosane  and  Anderson;  our 
contractors,  J.  L.  Marshall  Company,  our  dedicated  and  en- 
thusiastic staff,  our  parents  and  students,  our  school  super- 
intendents and  guidance  personnel  in  the  region,  we  extend 
our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Our  office  at  940  County  Street,  Taunton  is  open  daily. 
Prospective  students  and  their  parents  are  welcome  to  dis- 
cuss courses  and  enrollment  procedures.

Berkley’s  representative  on  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  Commission  is 
George  E.  Silva,  on  behalf  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  role  of  SRPEDD,  one  of  the  twelve  regional  planning 
agencies  covering  all  of  Massachusetts,  is  (1)  to  develop 
regional  plans,  particularly  for  issues  of  more  than  local  con- 
cern, (such  as  transportation)  thereby  making  member  muni- 
cipalities eligible  for  certain  types  of  federal  financial  as- 
sistance; (2)  to  provide  assistance  to  member  communities 
in  the  areas  of  zoning,  development  planning,  environmental 
protection,  governmental  structure  and  services;  (3)  review 
local  plans  and  proposals  for  compatibility  with  regional  plans 
and  to  ensure  that  a municipality  does  not  create  problems 
for  its  neighbors;  (4)  serve  as  a forum  for  the  discussion 
of  issues  touching  more  thn  one  municipality  and  as  a 
liaison  with  some  State  and  federal  offices. 

The  SRPEDD’S  operating  budget  is  derived  from  two 
major  sourses.  Each  member  community  provides  funds  at 
a rate  of  15  cents  per  capita.  Other  funds  come  from  federal 
and  State  grants.  During  1972,  over  $475,000  was  spent  on 
projects  benefiting  District  communities. 

Membership  in  the  SRPEDD  has  greatly  benefited  the 
town  in  several  ways.  The  District  maintains  certification  of 
the  member  communities  in  such  areas  as  land  use,  water 
and  sewer,  open  space  and  recreation  and  economic  develop- 
ment. Without  such  certification,  communities  would  not  be 
eligible  for  the  federal  funding  of  projects  in  these  fields.  The 
town’s  participation  in  an  economic  development  district  also 
increases  in  some  cases  the  federal  funding  portion  of  a 
public  works  or  technical  assistance  project  from  67%  - 75% 
of  the  total  project  cost. 
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The  District  is  also  carrying  out  solid  waste  management 
and  transportation  planning  programs  which  are  designed  to 
alleviate  some  of  the  critical  problems  in  these  areas. 

SRPEDD  itself  does  not  have  the  legal  mandate  now  to 
effect  any  of  its  plans.  Each  town  itself,  or  in  concert  with 
others,  or  by  direction  of  the  General  Court  must  make  that 
“Let’s  Do  It”  decision.  Through  our  membership  and  repre- 
sentation, we  have  a voice  in  matters  of  regional  concern 
and  is  thus  able  to  let  Berkley’s  opision  be  considered  equally 
with  the  other  29  communities  in  SRPEDD. 

The  Commission  meets  monthly  to  discuss  and  vote  on 
solutions  to  the  area’s  problems.  The  staff  and  Commission 
have  been  immeasurably  aided  by  the  part-time  (usually 
evening)  efforts  of  citizen  groups  concerned  with  such  topics 
as  industrial  development,  housing,  conservation,  etc.  These 
groups  are  open  to  all  and  we  hope  some  of  you  will  join  with 
us  in  furthering  orderly  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDITOR 

I will  try  to  make  this  report  as  brief  and  to  the  point 
as  possible.  I have  tried,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  carry 
out  my  duties  as  Auditor  for  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

I completed  an  audit  of  the  books  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  found  them  to  be  in  order.  In  addition,  I examined  the 
books  of  the  Treasurer  but  due  to  a lack  of  sufficient  time, 
a complete  audit  could  not  be  accomplished.  At  best,  all  I 
could  do  was  acquaint  myself  with  the  system.  I have  also 
begun  an  audit  of  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collector,  but  as  of 
this  writing,  it  is  incomplete,  and  will  not  be  completed  until 
after  this  report  is  due.  Thus  far,  however,  by  figures  are 
in  agreement  with  those  of  the  Tax  Collector. 

The  situation  here  in  Berkley  is  unique  in  that  in  order 
to  effect  an  audit,  one  must  travel  to  several  locations.  This 
is  not  only  in  convenient,  but  also  presents  a problem  in 
comparisons.  To  me,  it  is  an  improper  method  of  handling 
books  as  important  as  those  of  the  town.  I would  strongly 
recommend  a centralization  of  records  sometime  in  the  near 
future,  perhaps  incorporated  into  a communications  center 
sue  has  those  incorporated  into  all  other  communities  in 
Bristol  County. 

I feel  that  for  the  salary  offered,  I have  performed  as 
satisfactorily  as  possible  in  my  office.  However,  I must  suggest 
that  in  order  for  the  town  to  truly  benefit  from  such  an  office, 
it  must  either  expect  to  pay  for  Auditor  services  or  to  dis- 
continue the  office  completely  and  rely  on  State  Audits.  A 
proper  audit  would  take  at  least  several  weeks  to  a month 
to  complete,  at  a minimum. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Perry, 
Mr.  Andrews,  and  Mr.  Twnoley  for  all  the  help  and  considera- 
tion they  have  given  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties. 
Without  their  cooperation,  I would  not  have  been  able  to  do 
even  the  limited  amount  of  work  I did  accomplish.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Registration  for  First  Grade: 

1.  First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  follow- 
ing January  first. 

2.  Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for 
entrance  to  the  first  grade. 

3.  Presentation  of  a doctor’s  certificate  of  immuniza- 
tion against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  polio,  and  measles 
or  a statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  in- 
advisable. 

Health  Policies: 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  neces- 
sary for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested 
by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medi- 
cation during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be 
accompanied  by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent 
requesting  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check 
with  the  school  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  If  a child  is  injured  or  becomes  ill  at  school,  he  will 
be  cared  for  temporarily  and  his  parents  will  be  notified. 

School  Hours 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7:30 
a.m.  to  1:30  p.m. 
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When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he  is  expected  to 
bring  with  him  a written  excuse  from  his  parents  explain- 
ing his  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  day  should 
be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  Principal’s  Office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementary 
School,  is  opened  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.

I hereby  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report.  Incor- 
porated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee 
and  the  composite  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  the  Principal, 
and  the  Music  Department. 

Personnel 

In  June  Mrs.  Florence  Farrar  retired  as  an  Elementary 
School  teacher.  She  had  taught  in  Berkley  for  20  years  and 
was  an  inspiration  to  all  her  pupils.  Mr.  James  Pring  teacher 
of  mathematics  and  social  studies  also  left  in  June  to  go 
into  business.  Mrs.  Janet  Ryan,  part-time  teacher  of  per- 
ceptionally  handicapped,  accepted  a position  in  Raynham. 
In  November  Mr.  Bradford  Richmond,  head  teacher  and  mathe- 
matics teacher  at  the  Junior  High  School,  left  to  go  into  busi- 
ness. Mrs.  Arti  Dixon,  the  art  teacher,  left  as  her  husband 
was  being  transferred  to  a position  out-of-state.  Mrs.  Lynne 
Borges,  remedial  teacher  at  the  Junior  High  School  left  to 
be  at  home.  Miss  Gladys  Babbitt,  a native  of  Berkley,  retired 
on  June  30th  as  head  secretary  in  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Office.  Miss  Babbitt  had  been  with  the  systems  for 
twenty-three  years  and  was  a great  asset  to  the  department. 
We  shall  miss  her  a great  deal  but  we  wish  her  a long, 
profitable  and  happy  retirement. 

Mrs.  June  Moskal,  a graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridge- 
water  replaced  Mrs.  Farrar.  Mrs.  Moskal  had  previously 
taught  in  Freetown  and  Rehoboth  and  also  in  Western  Massa- 
chusetts. Mrs.  Janet  Outlaw  replaced  Mrs.  Dixon  as  art  teacher. 
She  is  a graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College.  Mr.  Philip  Carey, 
a graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater  replaced  Mr. 
Pring.  He  had  previously  taught  in  the  Parochial  Schools  in 
Taunton.  He  will  also  coach  Junior  High  basketball.  Miss 
Carol  Lake  was  hired  as  the  part-time  teacher  of  the  per- 
ceptionally  handicapped.  She  graduated  from  Southern  Con- 
necticut College.  Mrs.  Lynne  Raleigh  a graduate  of  Moravian 
College  is  now  the  remedial  teacher  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
She  has  previously  taught  in  Taunton.  Miss  Diane  Thomas 
replaced  Mr.  Richmond  as  mathematics  teacher.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University  and  has  substituted  in  Boston 
and  at  Dighton-Rehoboth.  Mr.  Ernest  Cardoza  was  appointed 
head  teacher  at  the  Junior  High  School.

There  were  two  other  additions  to  the  staff.  Mr.  George 
Costa,  former  teacher  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High 
School  was  appointed  guidance  counselor  for  the  Junior  High 
Schools  in  Union  #37.  He  spends  one  day  a week  in  Berkley 
counselling  seventh  and  eighth  graders.  This  is  a start  on 
a much  needed  program. 

Mr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  former  principal  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School,  was  appointed  Administra- 
tor of  Secondary  Education  for  Union  #37.  His  duty  is  to 
coordinate  the  curriculum  between  junior  high  school  and 
high  school  and  work  out  improvements  to  the  same. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  to  be  able  to  hire  teachers 
with  some  experience.  This  helps  to  develop  continuity  in  the 
school  program. 


Finances 

The  new  budget  is  a difficult  one  to  establish  since  it 
is  for  a year  and  one  half  from  January  1,  1973  to  June  30, 
1974.  This  is  to  conform  with  legislation  passed  at  the  State 
level  to  put  all  budgets,  Federal,  State,  and  Local,  on  a fiscal 
year  basis  instead  of  a calendar  year. 

There  are  many  items  in  the  school  budget  that  are 
larger  from  January  to  June  than  from  July  to  December. 
For  example  (1)  schools  are  closed  in  July  and  August  there- 
fore less  expenditures.  (2)  salaries  are  paid  on  a 2/3;  1/3 
basis  therefore  the  larger  amount  is  paid  between  January 
and  June.  (3)  More  fuel  is  needed  for  heating  buildings  be- 
tween January  and  June  than  between  July  and  December. 
Although  the  time  period  is  a year  and  a half,  it  would  seem 
that  the  budget  for  the  half  year  would  be  65%  of  a normal 
one  year  budget.  With  increases  in  the  budget  and  the  ad- 
dition of  the  period  January  to  June  the  budget  increase  is 
80%  of  the  1972  budget.  Comparing  the  1973  portion  of  the 
18  month  budget  with  the  1972  budget  the  increase  is  11.6  %>. 
However,  if  there  were  no  need  for  new  programs  the  increase 
would  be  5%. 

The  new  programs  most  of  which  are  required  by  law 
includes  regular  kindergarten  at  a cost  of  $10,600.00  from 
September  to  December;  special  education  due  to  extra  pro- 
grams to  serve  handicapped  children  $5,800.00 ; guidance 
services  at  the  junior  high  school  $5,000.00;  cost  of  busses 
per  year  going  through  Taunton  to  Dighton-Rehoboth  Re- 
gional High  School  $8,100.00;  health  programs  and  super- 
vision $4,200.00. 
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The  new  system  of  budgeting  will  cause  some  incon- 
venience this  year  but  in  the  future  it  should  be  an  improve- 
ment in  two  ways.  We  could  budget  for  the  school  year  and 
State  and  Federal  Reimbursements  received  could  be  applied 
to  that  year.  An  example  of  this  is  that  Berkley  is  entitled 
to  $260,191.12  in  Chapter  70  General  School  Aid  for  1973  as 
compared  to  $128,608.89  received  in  1971.  With  the  budget 
year  ending  in  June  the  town  should  receive  this  aid  within 
that  period  of  time. 

Buildings  and  Enrollment 

Building  needs  will  be  treated  in  a separate  report  by 
the  Berkley  School  Building  Committee.  The  present  build- 
ings are  kept  in  good  repair  by  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  and  Mr. 
Tedfield  Majcher.  Some  major  repairs  such  as  replacement  of 
windows,  repointing  of  the  brick  and  painting  classrooms  has 
been  contracted. 

The  enrollment  continues  to  show  an  increase.  We  have 
423  pupils  this  year  compared  to  418  pupils  in  1971  - 1972. 
The  first  grade  is  smaller  this  year  than  in  the  past  but  new 
families  moving  in  have  increased  even  the  numbers  in  that 
grade  over  the  anticipated  enrollment. 

The  problem  of  what  to  do  with  our  high  school  pupils 
is  still  with  us.  The  opening  of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  School  absorbed  some  high  school  stu- 
dents. That  number  was  about  equal  to  the  difference  be- 
tween last  years  numbers  and  those  going  to  high  school  this 
year. 

Dighton-Rehoboth  is  crowded  and  the  Regional  Commit- 
tee is  still  trying  to  work  out  the  problem  in  a way  that  is 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth. 


Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  suc- 
cess of  our  school  over  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros 
and  her  staff  continue  to  serve  excellent  meals  for  25^  per 
student  and  with  government  subsidies  and  reimbursements 
they  are  able  to  operate  in  the  black.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Deal, 
the  school  nurse  cares  for  all  health  needs  and  has  taken  on 
extra  work  as  a member  of  the  assessment  team  to  assess 
the  needs  of  the  handicapped  children. 
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I wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  P.T.O.,  the 
Recreation  Committee  and  the  Lions  Club  for  all  the  help 
they  have  given  us  both  in  a personal  way  and  financially. 

Mr.  Edward  Canuel,  the  Principal,  deserves  a great  deal 
of  praise  for  his  work  with  the  students  and  his  efforts  to 
improve  the  curriculum.  Mr.  Canuel  is  highly  respected  as 
an  administrator  not  only  locally  but  in  the  district. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  parents  for  their  support 
this  year  and  ask  for  your  much  needed  support  in  the 
coming  year.  The  schools  are  your  schools  and  to  have  a 
successful  school  program  we  need  your  help.

Curriculum 

Our  teachers  have  worked  diligently  at  their  tasks  and 
have  given  up  many  hours  to  become  involved  in  developing 
educational  programs  for  our  schools.  Subject  area  confer- 
ences, workshops,  and  personal  time  have  been  devoted 
thus  far  in  reviewing  our  philosophy  of  education  and  de- 
veloping general  and  specific  educational  objectives.  The  junior 
high  school  faculty  has  also  completed  topic  outlines  in  most 
subject  areas.  In  forthcoming  months,  our  staffs  will  be  en- 
gaged in  reviewing  and  evaluating  our  programs  and  de- 
veloping study  guides  in  all  areas  of  our  curriculum.  Much 
time  and  effort  has  and  will  continue  to  be  spent  in  this 
venture. 

Library  books,  maps,  globes,  transparencies,  filmstrips 
and  record  sets,  and  casettes  were  obtained  through  Title  II 
funds.  We  employed  Title  III  funds  for  a Tachistoscope  with 
filmstrip  programs  and  a listening  center.  The  above  equip- 
ment and  materials  supplement  our  Reading,  Social  Studies, 
Science,  and  Library  programs.  Much  of  the  above  is  used 
for  more  flexible  grouping  practices  in  order  to  meet  the 
individual  needs  of  our  students  to  a greater  extent. 

Our  Music  program  has  developed  significantly  this  year. 
All  elementary  students  are  seen  three  times  per  week  by 
our  vocal  music  teacher  and  our  intermediate  students  form 
a seventy  voice  Glee  Club.  Most  of  our  junior  high  classes 
are  seen  twice  a week  and  have  some  fifty-five  students 
in  its  Glee  Club.  An  increased  instrumental  music  program 
now  has  four  instructors  for  students  in  grades  4 - 8.  A band 
at  each  school  help  develop  their  instrumental  skills.  Our 
students  also  enjoyed  the  following  music  programs:  Wheaton 
College  Concert,  Concert  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
SEMSBA  Concert,  our  schools’  spring  musical  programs,  and 
assemblies.

The  Art,  Physical  Education,  Home  Economics,  and  In- 
dustrial Arts  areas  have  shown  some  growth.  Most  of  the 
above  programs  also  presented  exhibits  during  the  school 
year.  We  also  hope  to  begin  a cooking  program  very  shortly. 

In  the  area  of  Special  Services,  we  have  also  seen  greater 
involvement  by  teachers.  A Union  Assessment  Team,  inau- 
gurated this  year,  has  already  been  augmented  to  include  a 
local  assessment  team  at  each  school.  Students  referred  by 
teachers  or  parents  for  special  help  now  will  be  screened 
and  referred  for  proper  testing.  Development  and  follow  up 
of  special  programs  will  also  be  provided  to  a greater  extent 
by  our  local  team.  More  serious  cases  will  be  referred  to  our 
Union  Team. 

Our  curriculum  does  not  include  a foreign  language  pro- 
gram this  year.  Increased  demands  and  lack  of  an  instructor 
have  forced  us  to  omit  French  as  part  of  our  academic  pro- 
gram. 

Many  extra-curricula  activities  help  to  provide  a more 
complete  program  for  our  students.  A drama  group  produces 
a play  each  year;  a chess  tournament  was  successfully  inau- 
gurated this  year;  and  our  sports  program  is  varied  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  Student  participation  in  the  above  indicates 
successful  programs. 

Educational  Changes 

Our  junior  high  school  reporting  system  changed  signi- 
ficantly this  year.  Instead  of  the  traditional  letter  grade, 
teachers  supplemented  the  grade  with  verbal  comments.  These 
computerized  reports  provided  more  information  on  pupil 
progress. 

A change  in  our  yearly  Open  House  programs  proved 
unsuccessful.  We  had  prepared  several  demonstrations  and 
discussions  of  our  curriculum  by  our  faculties  in  order  to 
inform  parents  of  the  many  educational  changes  that  had 
taken  place.  Most  parents  who  came  found  the  evenings 
profitable.  However,  too  few  parents  attended  and  thus  made 
the  programs  questionable. 

Our  parent-teacher  conferences,  on  the  other  hand,  were 
increased  to  include  the  junior  high  school  faculty.  These 
proved  very  successful  in  that  many  parents  took  this  op- 
portunity to  visit  their  children’s  teachers  and  receive  a more 
complete  and  individual  progress  report. 
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With  the  opening  of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical 
School,  we  provided  informative  student  and  parent  programs 
and  interviews  to  prospective  eighth  grade  students. 

We  have  also  begun  to  offer  educational  guidance  to  our 
eighth  grade  students..  Our  plans  are  to  expand  our  guidance 
program  for  other  students. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year,  an  expanded 
observation — conference  program  has  taken  place  between 
principal  and  teachers.  We  hope  that  it  will  lead  to  good  com- 
munication and  improvement  of  instruction. 

Health 

Free  school  clinics  are  held  in  the  spring  for  any  one 
desiring  immunizations  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis, 
measles,  poliomyelitis,  mumps,  and  rubella.  The  Tuberculin 
Heaf  Test  is  given  yearly  to  students  in  grades  one,  four, 
and  seven.  Physical  examinations  are  also  given  yearly  to 
students  in  grades  one,  five,  eight,  students  participating  in 
competitive  sports,  and  new  admissions  if  needed.  Vision  and 
hearing  screening  tests  are  also  conducted  by  our  nurse. 

A Basic  First  Aid  Course  is  being  offered  to  a limited 
number  of  fifth  grade  students  during  their  activity  period. 
Interest  is  very  high  and  very  satisfying. 

General 

The  Berkley  Parent  Teacher  Organization  continue  to 
provide  a valuable  community  service.  Their  constant  effort 
and  support  is  welcomed  by  our  schools.  They  provide  good 
programs,  sponsor  school  activities,  and  furnish  equipment  to 
promote  our  educational  programs. 

Mrs.  Viveiros  and  her  cafeteria  staff  operate  a fine  food 
service  program.  The  nutritional  meals  are  provided  under 
excellent  conditions.  Continued  student  participation  indicates 
a successful  program. 

The  Berkley  Police  Association  continue  to  support  our 
schools.  Their  yearly  contribution  help  us  provide  Christmas 
parties  for  our  students. 

The  Berkley  Public  Library,  through  the  cooperation  of 
Mrs.  Walter  Craven  and  the  library  trustees,  offer  our  junior 
high  school  students  a schedule  which  enables  them  to  visit 
the  library  on  a regular  basis. 
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Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Roy,  the  school  committee,  your 
administrative  staff,  teachers,  office  staff,  all  school  personnel, 
and  students  of  the  Berkley  Schools  for  making  1972  a suc- 
cessful year. 

As  principal  of  the  Berkley  Schools,  I wish  to  express 
my  gratitude  to  Berkley  parents  for  their  fine  cooperation 
and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BERKLEY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Berkley  School  Building  Committee  held  their  first 
meeting  on  October  30,  1972.  Mr.  Thomas  Nelson  was  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  Mrs.  Laura  McClentic  was 
elected  Secretary.  The  Committee  reviewed  the  report  of  the 
Berkley  School  Study  Committee  regarding  local  growth  and 
building  needs. 

It  was  decided  that  the  following  tasks  should  be  accom- 
plished as  soon  as  possible: 

1.  Get  approval  of  the  educational  specifications  from  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau. 

2.  Select  an  architect  to  produce  preliminary  plans. 

3.  Contact  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  make 
percolation  tests  and  rule  on  adequacy  of  the  present 
leaching  fields. 

4.  Investigate  possible  expansion  of  the  present  Ele- 
mentary School  site. 

The  Committee  interviewed  people  from  four  architec- 
tural firms  and  selected  the  Shevalier  Associates  of  Taunton 
as  the  architect. 

Mr.  Samuel  Pike  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau 
reviewed  the  educational  specifications  and  gave  preliminary 
approval  so  that  preliminary  drawings  could  be  started. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  will  be  working  with 
the  architect  concerning  the  sewage  disposal  area  and  the 
water  and  air  pollution  control. 

In  surveying  the  site  it  was  found  that  a piece  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  site  would  furnish  the  Committee  with  enough 
land  to  satisfy  the  site  requirements  of  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission.  The  owner  of  this  property  has  been 
contacted  and  he  will  meet  with  the  Committee  concerning 
the  sale  of  this  property. 
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The  Committee  has  held  five  meetings  to  date  and  they 
have  made  excellent  progress.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  they  can  report  to  the  Town  with  plans  and 
specifications  and  cost  estimates  in  the  near  future. 

The  proposed  addition  will  include  a library,  a gymnasium, 
a kindergarten  room,  a special  class  area,  and  regular  class- 
rooms to  satisfy  the  projected  enrollment  needs.
